There  ora  not  many  inland* 
more  utonny  or  more  heroio  hi*ta 
that  of  Crete.  In  remote  antiqi 
whh  the  redoubtable  *‘i*le  of  01 
dml  01110*“  and  had  an  illu*tri< 
of  king*,  among  who  were  Uhadttmzo- 
thtu,  Minos  uud  Idomeueua.  Tl*e  loot 
named  Ud  a  fleet  of  80  *hip«  to  anffist  in 
the  conqueat  of  Troy  and  woa 
of  what  we  may  call  the  1< 
king*.  After  him  a  gap  of  aeverol  cen¬ 
turies  oocara,  and  when  the  record  i*  re¬ 
sumed  it  is  no  longer  fable,  bat  authen¬ 
tic  history. 

At  the  time  of  the  Persian  inVusioa 
of  Greece  the  island  was  populous  and 
prosperous.  It  was  divided  into  aqveral 
independent  republics,  which,  likeithoo* 
of  peninsular  Hellas,  were  not  ajwayff 
in  peace  and  friendship  with  each  $th«r. 
They  kept  free  from  foreign  wars,;hovr* 
ever,  except  as  they  voluntarily  furnish¬ 
ed  merceuury  troops  to  whichever  sidff 
would  pay  tbe  best  for  them.  This  wm 
done  in  both  tbe  Persian  and  Pellopou- 
uesiuu  wars,  whin  tbe  Cretan  aficheiff 
were  a*  noted  and  as  dreuded  as  thooff 
of  merry  England  in  later  days. 

The  prowess  of  the  ancient  C^etanf 
and  their  insular  position  kept  ftbegi 
free  from  invusich  down  almost  to  the 
Christian  era.  While  the  eagles  of  Romff 
"flupptd  wide  wing*  in  fiery  flight” 
over  nearly  all  else  of  tbe  known  worlff. 
that  island  refuinetl  its  iudepi-ndeucc 
Inch  id  it  was  only  through  intMtiuff 
qauirels  thut  it  W418.  at  lust  subdued. 
Some  70  year*  It  fore  the  Christian  er» 
Rome  look  advantage  of  the  prevailil^l 
diword  in  Crete  to  invade  the  island,  on 
the  pretext  that  the  Cu  tan*  had  gives 
aid  and  comfort  do  Mithridutes  and  had 
ill  treated  nonic  Roman  soldiers.  Ths 
first  army  was  repulsed  und  almost  an¬ 
nihilated  by  the  Cretans 

But  Rome  wu*  determined  to  aofrievff 
the  conquest  if  it  tckfic  the  whole  DOWCff 
of  her  empire.  Army  after  army  wm 
sent,  and  after  three  years  of  desperatff 
fighting  Rome  prevailed.  For  thf  Aral 
time  in  her  history  Crete  became, 

B.  C.,  subject  to  an  alien  master, 
that  day  to  the  present,  for  more  than 
1900  years,  she  has  been  a  conquered 
province,  never  once  regaining  the  tinda- 
pendence  so  long  maintained  and  s* 
reluctantly  relinquished. — New  York 
Tribune.  _
